Coy, San Bernardino commissioner, 
states that these rules which have 
been devised with the thought of 
safeguarding crews as well as sup- 
plying maximum kills to the grow- 
ers, will be rigidly enforced through- 
out the county. 
; In addition to the horticultural 
2? commissioners, R. S. Woglum, fumi- 
, Zation expert and entomologist for 
the California Fruit Exchange, was 
presént at the meeting and con- 
curred most heartily with the regu- 
lations promulgated. 
Regulations in detail are as fol- 
lows: . 
Detaited Rules 

All fumigating tents shall be mark- 
ed in accordance with the Morill sys- 
tem. 

The foreman of each fumigating 
crew shall be equipped with a ther- 
mometer properly tested within the 
range of 28 to 100 degrees F. (See 
Recommendation No. 8) 

All equipment used by fumigators 
shall be kept in good repair when 
in use. 


No pump for liquid gas applications 
shall be operated having more than 
three per cent variation from cor- 
rect measurement. 

Each tent shall be placed so that 
one line of numerals runs over ¢en- 
ter of top of tree. 

Tents shall be kicked in to hang 
perpendicularly from outer limbs of 
tree to ground, and shall touch the 
ground on all sides. 

Work must not be carried on when 
wind is strong enough to cause any 
appreciable movement of tent walls. 

Each tree requiring more than a 


hire four-unit charge shall be taped and 
correct dosage given as called for 
upon chart. 


Trees shall be given not less than 
45 minutes’ exposure regardless of 
dosage, and work of tent pullers shall 

» ‘be regulated accordingly. 

Trees shallot be fumigated with 
hig ants pots or cyanofumer when tempera- 
. ture is below 37 degrees F. 

Trees shall not be fumigated with 
liquid gas when temperature is be- 
low 50 degrees F. 

Work shall be discontinued when 
tents begin to become damp. 

Deviation except by the grower’s 
consent from any of the foregoing 
requirements will be considered suf- 
ficient ground for the revocation of 
crew foreman’s license or contrac- 
tor’s license and certificate to oper- 
ate. 

Each fumigator shall submit on the 
first of eachy month a report to the 
County Horticultural Commissioner 
showing for each piece of work per- 
formed during the previous month: 
age, grower’s name, location of orch- 
ard, number of orange or lemon trees, 
kind of material used and strength. 

Fumigator shall-keep on file and 
furnish upon request of Horticul- 
tural Commissioner statement of the 
amount of material used on any piece 
of work. 

A chart of each orchard shall be 
made and kept on file for one year, 
showing the dosage given each tree 
and the temperature and time at 
the beginning of each set. A copy 
of this chart shall be furnished the 
grower or County Horticultural Com- 
missioner upon request. 

Carelessness in application of ma- 
terials or other evidence of abuse 
of privilege to do business under li- 
cense or certificate shall at all times 
constitute grounds for revocation of 
same. - 

Recommendations 

A written contract between grow- 
er and fumigator is recommended. 
Any deviation from the above re- 
quirements authorized by the grow- 
er should be mentioned therein. 

There is consideraWle danger of 
tree injury at high temperatures. 
The danger point is reached in coast- 
al digtricts near 75 to 80 degrees; 
and in interior districts near 80 to 
85 degrees. 

Daylight fumigation is not recom- 
mended at any time except as gen- 
erally practiced beginning late in af- 
ternoon under most favorable cloudy 
conditions. : 

Care should be taken not to allow 
containers of liquid gas to become 
heated. Keep them in a shady place 
¥ and keep covered with wet sacks. 

Leakage from liquid gas contain- 
ers is extremely harmful to tree roots 
and care should be taken to keep 
containers far enough frem trees to 
insure safety. 

Residue from pots or cyanofumer 
should be dumped far enough from 
trees to prevent damage. 

Operators must bear in mind that 
aughy people sre not aware of the! 
dangerous properties of the materials 
used in fumigation and every possible 
precaution should be taken to guard 
against accidents. Containers of 
cyanide or acid in any form should} 
be locked or covered in such a way! 
that the contents cannot be released 
by children or irresponsible persons. -

MUNICIPAL SYSTEM 
IO PRESENT PLAN- 


By way of preparation for a great- 
er city the board of trustees recently 
discussed the idea of purchasing’ the 
plants of the Citizens’ Land and 
Water Company and the Ocean View 
Water Company, Mayor Buffington 
stating at that time that he believed 
the time Was ripe for Upland to 
make an effort toward the develop- 
ment of water which will be absolute- 
ly necessary if the town is to con- 
tinue to grow. 

At last night’s meeting the council 
received a resolution passed by the 
Directors of the Upland Chamber of 
Commerce at a meeting held yester- 
day afternoon, which urged some step 
toward municipal ownership of water 
that extensive development might be 
carried out in order to assure resi- 
dents of the city of an adequate sup 
ply of water. : 

After reading of the resolution last 
night City Clerk E. C. Mehl was re- 
quested to ask for a statement from 
both the Citizens’ Land and Water 
Company and the Ocean View Land 
and Water Company as to their hold- 
ings in inches of water and value of 
pipe lines, equipment, etc. 

Although there is no danger of a 
shortage of water this year. both the 
directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and members of the city coun- 
cil feel that now is the opportune 
time to prepare for a greater water 
supply and within a few weeks the 
council will be ready to announce 
their investigation and What they 
deem the proper plan of procedure.

Under heavy guard the first car: 
load of strikebreakers for the Santa 
Fe shops arrived in San Bernardino 
Monday morning after running a 
3,000-mile gauntlet of hostile railroad 
men. 


The car was attached to Santa 
Fe train No. 1 and was quickly 
switched from in front of the sta- 
tion to within the enclosure of the 
yards stockade as the overland drew 
to a halt there. Hisses and other 
signs of antagonism from a.few un- 
ion men aware of the official stand- 
ing of the occupants of the car groe*- 
ed the swift action on the part of 
local railroad officials in order to 
prevent any outbreak between the 


strikebreakers and nearby pickets. 
According to strikers here, the car

started with 27 men, four were taken 
to the hospital in Victorville to be 
tréated for cuts inflicted by flying 
glass, and three, appalled by the hos- 
tility which they had encountered, 
deserted from the train. 


Strikers Watch Train 

At every point on the line of travel 
the train was met by strikers, the 
occupants of the car declared. Only 
once since the beginning of the trip 
were the men permitted to leave the 
car for a few minutes because of dan- 
ger from strikers or sympathizers. 

Passengers of Santa Fe train No. 
1 declared that the danger lay not 
so much from strikers or railroad 
men as it did from the general pub- 
lic as it passed through the terminals 
on its westward journey. 


These were the first strikebreak- 
ers to arrive in San _ Bernardino 
through efforts of the company and 
means of free transportation. Every 
man in the car was heavily armed 
in order that in case of a serious out- 
break he could defend himself. 

Claims of the local unions that the 
men are ex-convicts, gunmen and 
criminals of the worst type are de- 
nied at the shops office. 


Shots Fired at Albuquerque 

An. angry crowd of 600 strikers 
that surrounded the car at Albuquer- 
que, New Mexico, was fired into by 
the armed guards of the car. The 
strikebreakers themselves are declar- 
ed to have entered into the battle, 
which waged for several minutes be- 
fore the train could be taken out of 
that city. <A storm of stones from 
the strikers answered the gunfire of 
the car, according to the story told 
by passengers on the train.

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REVIVAL OF COUNTRY LIFE 


HE tide which set in after the close of 
the Civil War to increase the growth 

of the cities at the expense of the coun- 

try population has produced a distinct 
change in the tone of American life. It is a 
change that leaves much to regret. The con- 
ditions which produced our great men of the 
earlier period have passed away and have 
left a very uncertain substitute in their stead. 
No one can imagine a Washington or Lin- 
coln growing up in a flat or an apartment 
house. 

But latterly a ray of hope has penetrated 
the situation. It is the beginning of a re- 
turn of the popularity of country life. The 
reasons are not far to seek. The former lot 
of the farmer was a hard one. The work 
was arduous and the returns were small. 
The pleasures of life seemed to be found 
only in the towns. With long hours of, work 
and bad roads to travel, the farmer lived in 
his lonesome hermitage measurably cut off 
from the rest of the world. The city man had 
shorter hours, easier work and higher pay. 
This drew the boys from the farm to the 
city. 

But modern invention is changing all this. 
Tt is helping to restore the attractions to the 
farm. The telephone and the rural mail de- 
livery were the first factors to bring relief. 
Then better schools made their way into 
the country. Finally good roads and the 
automobile completed the emancipation of 
the farmer. The moving pictures brought 
the whole world to the small town and the 
automobile brought the farmer to town. Now 
the radio, the phonograph and cheap books 
and periodicals bring to the farm the best 
attractions that can be found in the city 
and the freedom and health of country life 
does the rest to start the return of tide back 
to the land. 

Not the least of the factors which are help- 
ing to bring this movement about is the in- 
creased social consideration given to country 
people. It is no longer a reproach to live 
in the country. It’is getting to be a distine- 
tion. With better prices for his products 
and electricity and modern inventions to do 
his hard work and to increase its productive- 
ness, the farmer is becoming a personage of 
consideration. It is becoming more and more 
worth while to live in the country.—San 
Francisco Journal.

The great section dominated by Los Angeles 
will tell us. that our widespread dissatisfac- 
tion with the pleasant but unprofitable ways 
of the past can be translated into the pro- 
gress that is our dearest desire if we assume 
the responsibilities of community co-opera- 
tion. 

It is recognized that the energetic people 
of Southern California are building up that 
section steadily and rapidly. They have been 
doing this for a long time, and we have 
admittedly failed to profit by their example. 
We are glad that they have made such re- 
markable success. They deserve it, and the 
whole state profits. Every new inhabitant 
and every new dollar that comes to Los 
Angeles, or to San Diego, or to Riverside, 
or to any other place south of the Tehachapi, 
helps every business and every locality north 
of the Tehachapi. We all live in California, 
and anything that adds to the aggregate 
wealth and the aggregate taxable property. 
and the aggregate revenues and the aggre- 
gate business of any part of California helps 
all California. 

We are neither jealous nor envious of our 
bustling fellow-citizens in Southern Cali- 
fornia. It is all in the family. Good luck to 
them and more power to their boosters ! 

Let us frankly admit that we need more 
of the Southern California boosting spirit 
and the Southern California boosting energy 
here on our side of the Tehachapi hills.

FILIPINOS RENEW THEIR 
DEMANDS 


N a formal statement presented to Pres- 
ident Harding by Manuel L. Quezon, 
head of the Philippine parliamentary 
mission, now in Washington, renewal 
of the aspirations of the Filipinos for ‘‘na- 
tional existence’? was fervently reiterated, 
followed by the assertion that the only stip- 
ulation laid down by the United States for 
the granting of independence to the islands 
—establishment by the Filipinos of a stable 
government—has been fulfilled in the Phil- 
ippines. There is no question as to the stip- 
ulation and President McKinley’s definition 
of a stable government, as outlined to the 
Cuban people, is quoted by the Filipino na- 
tionals. Im the words of Mr. McKinley it is 
one ‘‘eapable of maintaining order and ob- 
serving its international obligations, insuring 
peace and tranquility and the security of 
its citizens as well as our own.’’ The pres- 
ent conditions in the Philippines, the parlia- 
mentary mission declares, compare favorably 
with those existing in many nations whose 
right to national sovereignty is not question- 
ed. Doubtless, congress will be governed by 
the Wood-Forbes report in considering the 
plea of the visiting Filipinos, whose cause, 
however, is materially strengthened by the 
four-power Pacific pact, which removes fear 
of foreign hostile demands. Under the Jones 
law the United States is bound to give the 
islands independence. After twenty years 
of educational preparation, the people are 
fairly united im a demand for fulfillment of 
our plefige. The Wood-Forbes report intim- 
ated that there was still doubt as to the 
advisahility of conferring independence, par- 
ticularly in view of the unsettled conditions 
in the Orient, but the Washington conference 
seems to have laid that bugbear. We are 
fast approaching a time when we must keep 
our word to the Filipinos or stand discredited 
before the world.—L. A. Saturday Night.

T. R. Woodbridge has been en- 
deavoring to enjoy himself a few 
days in San Francisco, and while 
{there picked up a newspaper with 
the following article appearing there- 
in. 

San Francisco is evidently still 
endeavoring to belittle Los Angeles 
and Southern California, but as Los 
Angeles has the largest population 
and Southern California towns are 
growing, we should worry. 

“T, R.” wants News readers to 
see the article, so here goes: 





By Dr. William Carter 

The first leg of my journey to the 
Far East is finished and I am now 
in California, the land of paradoxes; 
the land of contrasts and extremes. 
I have crossed the continent a num 
ber of times before and each time 
have made a protracted stay in 
California, but never have I realiz- 
ed more than now the emphasis of 
these contrasts, extremes and para- 
doxes. 

California is a desert and yet it is 
a garden; it is barren and unprofit- 
able and yet it is cultivated and 
prosperous; it is crude, bourgeois 
and unrefined and yet it is the home 
of culture, grace and beauty; it is 
“The Country God Forgot” and yet 
it is the country God remembered 
when He poured out His most lavish 
gifts upon an amazed and yet grate- 
ful people. 

Beauty and Ugliness 


All the good and all the bad are 
by no means segregated. Morality 
and immorality are not controlled by 
geographic lines, notwithstanding 
what Mr. Kipling may say to the 
contrary. Beauty and ugliness hiber- 
nate together. Culture and crudity 
are often on the same side of the 
fence. So in California these ex- 
tremes, paradoxes and contrasts are 
found everywhere, yet when one at- 
tempts. to draw a line, as many do, 
that line—‘‘by and large” as the 
English say—is generally the one 
separating what is generally known 
as Northern and Southern California. 

Southern California is a little bit 
of man-made paradise with a big 
bit of the “no man’s land” or bar- 
enness and desolation surrounding 
it. Northern California is a big bit 
of God-made paradise with few ves- 
tiges of “no man’s land” to hem it 
a, 

The plains of the south are desert 
wastes, the home of sagebrush, mes- 
quite, chaparral, cactus ana soap 
weed—save where man has conquer- 
ed nature. The plains of the north 
are verdant meadow lands with state- 
ly trees, flowering plants, singing 
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birds and native wild flowers every- 
where. 
Difference in Hills 

The hills and mountains of South- 
ern California are sand dunes, dirt 
heaps and slag piles with scarce a 
tree or blade of grass or springin 
flower to relieve their dull monotony. 
The hills and mountains of Northern 
California are vernal sloped, hoary 
crowned monuments of majesty that 
make you uncover before them in 
reverence and awe. 

The tout ensemble of the south 
is aridity, sterility, barrenness and 
desolation, save where man nas con- 
quered the harsh rebuffs of nature. 
The general aspéct of the north may 
be put in scriptural language—it is 
“well watered, rich in pasture lands 
and uplands, fair to look upon—truly 
a goodly land.” 

The purple haze of Southern Cali- 
fornia is a work of necessity and 
mercy to hide the barren contours of 
the hills and mountains and invest 
them with some evanescent beauty 
to make you forget their unloveliness 
for a time. The fog of Northern 
California is the veil of God to hide 
in part the glorious beauty he has 
placed there lest man with dazzled 
eyes forget the giver in the gift. 
The south is the gift of man, the 
north is the gift of God. 


Same Contrast 

In other physical things, as well 
as cultural, there is the same con- 
trast, though, of course, in no case 
wholly confined to the one section 
or the other. Californians them- 
selves only consider two of their 
cities as worthy of national consid- 
eration and these, great rivals that 
they are, represent again the north 
and south, with their attendant con- 
trasts. Los Angeles of the south, al- 
town—a gangling youngster not yet 
out of short pants. Like a young- 
ster he is somewhat boisterous, 
somewhat truculent, somewhat con- 
ceited. Like a boy, he. boasts over- 
much, talks too loud and carries a 


chip on his shoulder with too great 
frequency. San Francisco on the 
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north is quiet, self-contained and con- 
fident. She does not boast. Why 
should she? “Let others, and not 
thine own mouth, praise thee.” She 
knows that mere bigness is not the 
measure of a city. She is in every 
sense a city, while the other is a 
town. She is metropolitan, cosmo- 
politan; the other is provincial and 
insular. 

I saw women shopping in sunbon- 
nets in Los Angeles; I saw them 
shopping in Paris hats in San Fran- 
eisco. I saw men in corduroys and 
high boots in Los Angeles; I saw 
them in London tweeds ana patent 
leathers in San Francisco, 

No, San Francisco does not boast. 
The fact is, she is depreciative 
rather than assertive, She does not 
say vaingloriously: “I did this!” but 
reverently and in awe: “Behold what 
God hath wrought!”

BRYAN WORTH READING 





W. J. Bryan recently uttered these 
words that ought to be read by every 
citizen as well as by every farmer. 
His subject was “The Farmer Dies 
Last.” 

Mr. Bryan said: “In a fight to the 
death the farmer will die last. If 
big business thinks it can bleed him 
without limit it had better consider 
his resources. When it comes to the 
pinch he can stand squeezing better 
than any other class. Food is the 
first necessity, and he can feed him- 
self. He can raise all that he and 
his family need, but if he raises no 
more than he needs the rest of the 
people will starve. The farmer’s sur- 
plus supplies the world—suppose the 
surplus fails? 

“The farmer can raise the material 
necessary to clothe himself and fam- 
ily—-wool, cotton and silk, but if he 
raises no more the rest of the peo- 
ple will go naked. It is the farmer’s 
surplus material that clothes “the 
world—suppose the surplus fails? 

“The farmer can, if necessary, pro- 
duce his own fuel. He can raise his 
own wood; he can burn corn cobs 
and even corn if he must, but what 
will become of the railroads when 
the farmer neither buys nor sells? 

“What will become of the packers 
when they have no meat to pack? 
And what will become of the grain 
gamblers when there is no market 
grain to gamble on? What will he- 
come of the little stores when the 
farmers cease to trade? and what 
will the wholesalers do when the lit- 
tle stores close? And what will the 
manufacturers do when the whole- 
salers go out of business? And what 
will the clerks in the stores, the 
workers in the mills and the rail- 
road employes do when _ business 
stops? And what will the banks do 
when they cannot grow rich lending 
the people’s money? What will all 
the people do when nobody needs 
them? What? Go to work with 
their hands and wring a living from 
Mother Earth—that is the last re 
sort as it was the first. 

“Will the middlemen continue to 
lord it over the producers of wealth, 
or will they learn that they must 
serve if they would live, and serve 
for a reasonable toll?. The flower 
that blooms in beauty on the stem 
should not despise the roots that do 
their work in the dirt. The roots 
will live when the flower fades—not 
only live but furnish the sustenance 
for new flowers, season after season. 
So with the farmer, he lives near to 
Nature’s heart, he draws the milk 
from Nature’s breast and Nature will 
protect him as a mother protects 
her child. He will be last to die in 
the struggle for existence. But why 
this conflict? Why not love and 
brotherhood and co-operation? Why 
not work together for the common 
weal? Why not justice to each and 
all?

LEAVES NOTE THEN 


COMMITTS SUICIDE

Leaving a note in which ‘he left 
his wife, Stella Johnson Green, to 
another man, ‘unnamed, William 
Wallace Green, age 23, former pro- 
prietor of an Ontario cafe, Satur- 
day morning committed suicide by 
taking strychnine at the home of 
Mrs. Katherine A. Sapp, 212 East 
F Street, Ontario, where he roomed. 


The note was addressed to Mrs. 
W. W. Green, or Miss Selma. John- 
son, 526 W. Center Street, Pomona, 
and read as follows: 

“Well, dearest. I guess you thought 
I was fooling you, but I wasn’t. 

“] will leave you to the other man, 
so if you can live with him and 
be happy, go to it and God bless 
you. But I will meet him in hell 
some day. 

“You or Selma please take care 
of my old body. 





“BILL.” 

Following an investigation, Cor- 
oner J. B. Hanna declared Saturday 
evening that he was convinced that 
Green’s suspicions regarding his wife 
were the result of a disordered imag- 
ination and that there was nothing 
to his implications about “the other 
man.” “A post mortem examination 
by Dr. Walter D. Lenker resulted in 
the decision that death was due to 
strychnine poisoning. 

Green’s rash act followed an in- 
effectual attempt to effect a recon- 
ciliation with his wife, who had been 
living apart from him for some time. 
Mrs. Green was employed on night 
duty at a telephone exchange in Po- 
mona and when she left the office 
at 6 a.m. she was met by her hus- 
band, who begged her to return to 
him. 

According to Mrs. Green, she _ in- 
formed her husband that she would 
not come back to him until he had 
a home to take her to and was 
prepared to support her properly. 
Word from Pomona was to the ef- 
fect that the couple quarreled vio- 
lently on the street and that an 
officer was finally obliged to take 
Mrs. Green to the home of her 
father, W. E. Johnson, where she is 
residing. 

Green, it developed later, returned 
at once to Ontario, secured the 
strychnine at a drug store and took 
a heavy dose. He had seated himself 
on the back step of the Sapp home, 
when Mrs. Sapp saw him reel and 
fall over. 

As the woman rushed to his side, 
Green gasped: “On—my-—dresser,” 
and it was there that the note was 
found. Chief of Police W. O. Hardy 
and Dr. S. P. S. Edwards, city health 
ogicer, were notified at once, but 
Green was dead when they arrived. 

Green is said to have’ gone 
through more than $4500 furnished 
him by his father-in-law for the es- 
tablishment of the Ontario cafe and 
to have later lived at the home of 
his. wife’s people in Pomona _ until 
recently told by his father-in-law 
that he must get out and make a 
man of himself. He is reported to 
have gotten a job at an Ontario can- 
nery Friday. 

Brief funeral services were held 
Sunday at Draper's chapel with the 
Rev. Hall of Pomona Methodist 
Church officiating, and the body was 
shipped for interment to Weimar, 
Texas. where the young man’s father, 
Jesse T. Green, resides. 


NAVAJO INDIANS 
THE ORIGINATORS 


The Navajo Indians of New Mexico 
invented and knew every known 
weaving stitch long before the com- 
ing of the white man, says Dr. George 
Wharton James, who is an authority 
on Indian rugs and blankets. 

Writing in the June Mentor Mag- 
azine, Dr. James tells the story of 
Navajo weaving, a genuine Ameri- 
can contribution to the art of the 
world, which is only now generally 
being recognized as such. Dr. James 
found one of the rarest old rugs of 
his collection in a corral, where it 
was being used to wipe the axle of 
his buggy! 


Old Work the Best 


The best Navajo weaving was done 
before the day of the trader, Dr. 
James says. The workmanship was 
generally better, and the designs 
more truly Indian. The Indians pre- 
pared the wool, dyed it with natural 
colors, and were careful with the 
weaving. These blankets were so 
well made they would hold water. 
Later the Indians obtained a red haize 
from the Spanish, which they unrav- 
eled and respun into yarn for their

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weaving. This gave them the rich 
red that is the dominant color in 
many of the old blankets. 

Indian weaving was demoralized by 
the ctaze for Indian craftsmanship 
that swept the country in 1890. The 
traders pressed the Indians for. a 
greater number of blankets and more 
startling designs. They furnished 
them with aniline dyes and cotton 
warps to speed up production. 


designed. 
Blankets Better Now 


Now that the Indian fad is past, 
the Indians are again weaving good 
blankets. Blanket fairs are held. 
Tasteful design and good workman- 
ship is encouraged. It is possible, 
says Dr. James, that better blankets 
than were made in former times will 
be produced now. Modern Indian de- 
signs will never be equal to that of 
the old blankets so long as the In- 
dians are commercialized, Dr. James 
says. The design of a Navajo rug 
was influenced by many other consid- 
erations than the purely decorative 
one. The weaver drew upon the elab- 
orate Navajo symbolism in which the 
sun, the moon, the wind, rain—every- 
thinghave a meaning. By means of 
these symbols she wove into the 
blanket her hopes, aspirations, relig- 
ious feeling, all her innermost 
thoughts. While so engrossed it was 
inevitable that the blanket thus pro- 
duced would be her best work.  To- 
day, with no other motive than a trad- 
er’s order actuating her, the weaver’s 
design lacks the artistic importance 
of the earlier work.

Citrus growers throughout South- 
erm California are rejoicing in the 


news that Dr. A. B. Stout, of inter- 
national fame in plant breeding, will 
be in residence at Claremont for one 
year as Professor of Horticulture at 
Pomona College. Dr. Stout will come 
to Claremont in September from the 
New York Botanical Gardens at 
Bronx Park, where he has conduct- 
ed many successful experiments in 
plant culture. Although Dr. Stout 
will be in California for only one 
year, it is expected that he will be 
able to superintend such initial steps 
in the establishment of the new de- 
partment of horticulture and_ bion- 
omics as shall assure its success in 
the future and make it contribute de- 
fnitely to the upbuilding and welfare 
of the community. 


Dr. Stout will give a series of 
highly instructive and valuable pub- 
lic lectures at the college, in addi- 
tion to offering certain courses to 
the students; and the growers of 
this region will be glad to know 
that he is expecting to have the op- 
portunity to be of definite service 
through personal conferences and co- 
operation with local horticulturists. 


Thanks to the generosity of cer- 
tain friends of the college, it has 
been made possible for Pomona to 
make this new venture, and in open- 
ing the new department, which is 
expected to serve Southern Cali- 
fornia in a very definite way, to 
welcome to its campus a specialist, 
who has for several years carried on 
researches at the New York Botan- 
ical Gardens, which have resulted in 
the publication of widely used tech- 
nical papers on plant breeding and 
allied subjects. 


The productiveness of trees is a 
problem which has received much of 
Dr. Stout’s attention. What work he 
has done along this line in this coun- 
try has been carried on principally 
in Florida, and California has scarce- 
ly felt its effects.

TOGK COMPLETED 
BY THE EDISON C0. 


Following the big over-subscription of 
Edison Common Stock resulting in the 
discontinuation of its sale a week ago, 
the Southern California Edison Company 
yesterday took the preliminary steps to 
institute a plan of cheaper Junior Finan- 
cing, which will mean a saving of one 
per cent or more in the cost of its 
money. President John §,. Miller has 
issued formal notice to the 47,000 steck- 
holders of the Company of a_ meeting 
to be held on August ‘1st, to consider 
this plan. In his letter to the stock- 
holders, President Miller says, “A greater 
proportionate earning will be provided 
for the benefit of the present stock- 
holders. The position of the common 
stockholders will be improved by about 
$2,500,000. A cheaper means of financing 
for new construction requirements will 
be provided.” 

In announcing this plan for the issuing 
of the new stock, President Miller said; 
“The Southern California Edison Company 
has been conceded to be one of the most 
soundly financed utilities in the country, 
and this new move, in the face of cheaper 
money conditions, is an evidence of the 
foresight of its management. The Com- 
pany’s general policy is to provide the 
major part of its new construction needs 
through the sale of bonds and the 
remainder by capital stock. Heretofore 
common stock paying eight per cent 
dividends has been sold. It is now pro- 
posed to substitute a stock limited to 
seven per cent dividends for future sales, 
thus resulting in the Company securing 
funds at one per cent less than formerly, 
with the resultant benefit to present stock- 
holders. This plan will make additional 
funds available for dividends on the 
stock outstanding.”

EXTRAS ON TELEPHONE BILL 
BURDEN FRENCH SUBSCRIBER 





In determining the cost of tele- 
phone servfce in some of the Eur- 
opean countries, it is ordinarily not 
sufficient to take into account only 
the annual charge for the instrument. 
Thus, in France, for example, the sub- 
scriber is obliged by the government 
to pay not only the yearly rental but 
also certain extra charges, viz.: the 
cost of the instrument itself, a part 
of the cost of construction of the line 
within a certain distance from the 
telephone exchange, and the total cost 
of the line beyond this distance. 

As an illustration, take the case of 
a prospective subscriber who lived at 
a point just a mile and a quarter 
from the exchange, for an ordinary 
house telephone he would pay, the 
first year, an annual rental charge of 
300 franes, about 25 francs for his 
instrument, and 1190 francs as his 
contribution to the construction of 
the line to the central office, making 
a total of 1515 francs, or about $292 
at par of exchange. In addition, he 
would have to pay 25 centimes, or 
about 4.8 cents, for every local call. 
Furthermore, if he lived beyond the 
mile and a quarter radius, he would 
be obliged to bear the total cost of 
construction of the excess mileage, 
with an additionai 10 per cent thrown 
in for good measure. 

The construction charges of course 
are paid once only. However, when 
the size of the payment is considered, 
to say nothing of the loss of interest 
on the money, it is no wonder that 
Frenchmen, especially farmerg who 
live at a considerable distance from 
the telephone office, are somewhat 
backward about contracting with the 
government for telephone service.
